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Protestors Silence Lief 

Unscrupulous therapists create false memories of abuse - Lief

ProtestersofFalseMemorySyn- 
drome managed to silence Dr. 
Harold Lief, a retired psychiatrist 
and founding member of the False 
Memory Syndrome Foundation. 

Dr. Lief was supposed to address 
200 people who arrived at Leacock 
building Thursday night. But the 
lecture wasdisturbcd by some mem- 
bers of the audience. 

Using noise makers, whistles and 
exaggerated coughs, along with 
shouting, approximately 20 protest- 
ers halted Dr. Lief s presentation at 
McGill University Thursday 
evening. 

Lief, who sits on tlie Board of 
Directors of the False Memory Syn- 
drome Foundation, is the personal 
therapist of the organization’s 
founders. Lief believes unscrupu- 
lous therapists create false memo- 
ries of incest and sexual abuse in 
their patients. His lecture was to 
investigate this theory. 

The unruly crowd of protesters 
did not wait for Dr. Gilbert Pinard, 
the chairman of the Department of 
Psychiatry at McGill, to introduce 
Liefbefore demonstrating their an- 
ger. 

Pinard’s opening remarks were 
met with angry outcries “Where are 
the victims?” shouted those who 
opposed the event and who felt the 
need to stop it from happening. 

Richard Cruess, Dean of Medi- 
cine, at McGill University, at- 
tempted to control the crowd, ask- 
ing them to listen to Lief. He said 
“The issue this evening is one of 
academic freedom. An obligation 
to examine controversial issues of 
society. We (McGill University] 
have the absolute right to do that.” 

Lief, once again began his pres- 
entation only to bebooed and jeered. 
He said “It is people with small 
minds who are intent about dis- 
rupting this meeting. 1 am the last 
one who has to hear this nonsense 
from you.” 

“If you’d permit me. I’d like to 
be able to discuss child abuse,” Lief 
continued. Lief said he does not 
deny that incest occurs. Rather he is 
questioning the malpractice of 
therapists. 

Pinard offered the protesters an 
opportunity to deliver a fifteen 
minute rebuttal at the completion 
of Lief s presentation. However, the 
protesters disregarded this offer and 



continued to disrupt the lecture. 

Dr. Connie Kristiansen, an asso- 
ciate professor of psychiatry at 
Carleton University in Ottawa, be- 
gan with the first question. When 
Pinard asked Kristiansen to join the 
panel she responded, “1 will never 
join gentlemen of your nature.” 
Kristiansen asked Pinard to let 
her ask that the audience allow Lief 
to speak. “Touche”, Kristiansen 
balked at Pinard when he mentioned 
this point. 



After several more minutes of 
disorder. Pinard stood at the po- 
dium and said, “We have seen to- 
night how freespeech can be stolen. 
1 apologize to those who came to 
hear the speaker, 1 ask you to please 
leave. We can not have this talk.” 
After Pinard’s closing remarks, a 
member of the audience said to 
Kristiansen “Youshould be ashamed. 
You have no respect for freedom and 
no respect for yourselves.” 

Over the past week the Montreal 



General Hospital and the McGill 
Faculty of Medicine have been un- 
der fire. On November 12th and 
13th, the Montréal General is host- 
ing a conference to discuss False 
MemorySyndrome which has been 
opposed by many. 

40 community groups have writ- 
ten letters and postcards to the or- 
ganizers demanding that the con- 
ference be cancelled or a debate be 
incorporated into it. 

Community groups and oppo- 



nents of the conference used Thurs- 
day evening’s presentation as a de- 
bate. When Lief stood at the po- 
dium, chants of “false memory is a 
false syndrome” drowned him out. 

Martin Dufresne, from Montreal 
Men Against Sexism, a community 
group opposed to the conference 
said, “The community response h.is 
been tremendous. It is un.accept- 
able that Lief be given a forum to 
speak unchallenged.”

Gay rights: getting ready to be heard

While Québec was the first prov- 
ince in Canada to ban discrimina- 
tion based on sexual orientation in 
1977, it in no way can boast of a 
clean record since that date. The 
names of, for example, activist Joe 
Rose and Yves I.alonde, both mur- 
dered within the past four years 
because they were gay, have come 
to symbolize violence against the 
gay community in Montreal. 

Queer Quebecers continue to be 
victims of daily discrimination, 
ranging from violent bashings to 
subtle prejudices. 

Two years ago, the Committee 
on Violence of the Round Table of 
Lesbians and Gays Comittee in 
greater Montréal requested a public 
inquiry into the increasing rates of 
violenceagainstmembersofthegay 
community in Montréal. 

Todaymarksthefirstdayofpub- 
lic hearings on discrimination and 
violence towards gays and lesbians 
in Québec. The Human Rights 
Commission of Québec (CDP) is 
holding the 6 day event, consisting 
of 35 presentations by individuals 
and organizations — the first hear- 
ing of its kind ever in the world. 

“We will not change every hu- 
man being in every society [by the 
hearings], but what’s important is 
[how we change] the attitude of the 
government,” said Noël St-Pierre, 
an immigration and human rights 
lawyer who was involved in a work- 
shop aimed at preparing the 
Montréal gay community for the 
hearings.

ago by the Gay and Lesbian Com- 
munity Centre, representatives 
from the Centre outlined the three 
main goals they hope to achieve at 
the hearings.Thefirstisan acknowl- 
edgement that the rights to social 
benefits of same-sex couples are 
equal to those of heterosexual cou- 
ples. 

The second is to initiate an edu- 
cational campaign in order to pro- 
mote positive awareness of homo- 
sexuals, especially in an effort to 
eradicate the occurrence of police 
violence. 

The third and probably most 
important goal of the hearings is to 
impress upon the CDP, namely 
through the presentation of per- 
sonal accounts, the magnitude of 
gay and lesbian opprcs.sion in 
Québec society. 



Past president of the Centre, 
Elizabeth Nevée, explained that 20 
years after a Comité sur la violence 
for lesbians and gays was created, 
violence and discrimination still 
exists on a large scale in Québec. 
AccordingtoNevée, there havebeen 
13 murders of gays and lesbians in 
the last four years and lOaggressions 
every week. She urges people to at- 
tend the hearings: “We have five 
days of hearings and we need those 
rooms to be filled to show that we’re 
here...we’re 10 per cent of the popu- 
lation, and we need to prove it.” 
Another concern raised at the work- 
shop was that of lesbian attendance. 
Often, said Irène Demezuk who spoke 
at the workshop, any discussion of ho- 
moscxuals.and their righlsdcals prima- 
rily with men, lea\ing lesbians who are 
doubly discriminated ag.ainst (homo- 



scxualsand women), on a backburner. 
The Centre de santé des femmes de 
Montréal, Bi-The-Wayand thelesbian 
caucus arc just a few of the groups to 
give presentations wb'ch will hopefully 
address problems explicitly faced by 
Icsbians.'indbisexualwomeninQuébcc 

Other issues that will be raised 
during the public hearings are the 
battle against AIDS, youth prob- 
lems, relations with the cops and 
between gay patients and doctors.

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Hollywood and 
hominoid evolution

Dr. Donald Johanson is one of 
theMagi of Hominoid Archæology, 
a founding father type with all the 
mystique and power a human sci- 
entist can exhibit. He has plied his 
trade all over the world, and espe- 
cially in such African countries as 
the Sudan and Egypt. 

Dr. Johanson is best known for 
his discovery of the 
Australopithecus afarensis speci- 
men A.L. 288-1 (“Lucy”) near 
Hadar, Ethiopia in 1979, and his 
ensuing role in the writing of the 
most widely accepted contempo- 
rary model of hominid evolution. 

As the presenter of the sixteenth 
Osier Lecture on Wednesday, No- 
vember 10, Dr. Johanson did little 
to destroy the image of the charm- 
ing archaeologist to which Harrison 
Ford’s character has doomed all 
palaeo-researchers. Donald 
Johanson is the Anthony Robbins 
of archaeology. 

He presented his subject, 
"Searching for Our Oldest Ances- 
tors”, with charisma, weaving hu- 
morous anecdotes and culinary 
compliments while modelling the 
human story. 

In his preamble, Dr. Johanson 
discussed the all-important role of 
Africa, both present and past, in 



human history. He also discussed 
the pivotal positions of the local 
Afar people, the Ethiopian govern- 
ment, and the Ethiopian intellec- 
tual community within the research 
and findings of his team. 

Dr. Johanson lauded them for 
their patience with the foreign re- 
searchers, saying, “Withouttheabil- 
ity to have people like this, [con- 
senting, co-operating and partici- 
pating] we would not be able to do 
this work out here.” 

The presentation itself consisted 
of a history of both the prominent 
researchers — Raymond Dart, Mary 
and Louis Leakey, Richard Leakey 

— and the prominent finds — the 
Taung skull, “Zinjanthropus”, etc. 

— from the search for human ori- 
gins. 

During the course of his slide 
projection. Dr. Johanson also dealt 
with the question of vegetarianism, 
hunting and/or scavenging and the 
local environment. Heassigned new 
dates to Lucy which were derived 
from accelerated Potassium-Argon 
dates (3.19-3.21 million years old). 

Finally, Dr. Johanson presented 
his summary of the hominid 
phylogénie tree, which begins with 
theappearanceof Australopithecus 
afarensis around four million years 
ago in sub-Saharan Africa, the off- 



branching of Australopithecus 
africanus, robustus and boisiei 
around three million years ago, the 
eventual extinction of the robust 
forms, and the “birth” of Homo 
from Australopithecus africanus. 

The sixteenth Osier Lecture 
was both very well presented and 
received. Ifany criticism can be of- 
fered, beyond theabsenceofaques- 
tion and answer period, it would be 
that same one which has followed 
Donald Johanson all over — his 
work is just abit too pragmatic, a bit 
too positivistic, and a bit too Holly- 
wood. 

Johanson glossed over impor- 
tant debates and inconsistencies 
which ha ve d i vid ed researchers with 
thesameeasethathecomplemented 
the chefs of Montréal on their cui- 
sine. 

He also neglected to mention 
why he chose not to accept the 
Linnean nomenclature for Lucy’s 
type suggested by Mary Leakey, and 
he generally obscured any other in- 
terpretations of the human fossil 
record other than his own, thus pre- 
senting a consensus which docs not 
necessarily exist. 

Dr. Johanson concluded his lec- 
ture by mentioning his three-part 
Nova special which is expected to air 
February 28, March 1 and 2; 199‘1.

“Women in El Salvador are now 
makingtheirvoices heard after years 
of discrimination, repression and 
war,” said Liliane De Cuellar, a left- 
wing candidate in ne.xt March’s gen- 
eral elections in El Salvador. She 
spoke at McGill last Wednesday 
.about the situation of women in her 
country. 

“Duringthis transition from war 
to peace, possibilities are opening 
for various social sectors to express 
themselves in a new democratic so- 
cicty,”shesaid. “Women areunited, 
determined, and informed of what 
is happening in our country." 

According to De Cuellar, the 
January 1 992 signing of a peace ac- 
cord between the right-wing 
ARENA government and the leftist 
Farabundo Marti National Libera- 
tion Front (FMLN) “marks a new 
chapter in our country’s history”, 
away from a repressive, militaristic 
system to a pluralistic, participa- 
tory democratic society. 

Salvadorian women sufferadou- 
ble discrimination based on their 
gender and class. 

“As well as struggling for our 
rights jis women, we are at the same 
time try to change society,” she ex- 
plained. 

De Cuellar, who is Secretary- 
General of the National Teachers’ 



Union, said th.it 37 per cent of 
Salvadorian women are illiterateand 
less than one per cent complete a 
primary education despite the fact 
that they comprise 53 per cent of 
the population. 

Furthermore, little attention is 
given to women’s health concerns, 
as evidenced by the existence of only 
one maternity hospital in El Salva- 
dor. 

Three-quarters of economically 
active women are involved in poorly 
paid activities such .as selling food, 
taking care of children, and clean- 
ing. Over half of Salvadorian fami- 
lies depend on women for financial 
and moral support, due mostly to 
the absence of partners or to the 
separation ofthe family by the war. 

In addition, said De Cuellar, over 
half of women suffer physical abuse 
by their partner and sexual harass- 
ment by employers. 

Uniting against oppression 

In the face ofthis oppressive situ- 
ation, Salvadoran women have 
united in the Wbme« of the ’90s coa- 
lition which comprises profession- 
als, workers, and peasants. 

“We have unified and analyzed 
our position so that we an have a 
politial platform which would rep- 
resent women’s point of view in all 



the political parties [except 
ARENA],” De Cuellar said. 

During the period leading to the 
start of the electoral ampaign on 
November 20, she noted that all 
politial partiesarediscussingwom- 
en’s issues. 

As a FMLN candidate for the 
Legislative Assembly, De Cuellar 
said the politial party has commit- 
ted itselfto promote women’s rights 
and cqu.al opportunities, and tocre- 
ate a Ministry for Women and the 
Family. 

Specific me.nsures include the 
right to credits and assistance for 
peasant women, changing the por- 



trayal of women in advertising, and 
more focus on gender issues in the 
eduational system. 

“But the electoral process has 
been marked by various obstacles,” 
De Cuellar said. For example, thirty 
per cent of the eligible voters do not 
yet have an ID ard which is needed 
to vote. 

“The ARENA government 
knows that those without an ID 
won’t vote for them and the elec- 
toral council doesn’t have the ca- 
pacity to register them,” she ex- 
plained. 

The other major obst.acle has 
been the recent assassination of two 



senior FMLN officials by far-right 
groups. “In response, we have pro- 
tested at the U.N. and put pressure 
on the government to investigate 
these crimes and the structure of 
the death squads,” De Cuellar said. 

At the same time, sheadded that 
different popular groups are organ- 
izing hunger strikes to protest the 
impunity shown towards members 
of the military and security forces 
who commit human rights abuses. 

While .admitting that the ass.xssi- 
nations have been a “setback” to the 
electoral process. De Cuellar said the 
“peopleofElSalv.idoraresimplynot 
going to allow this to happen.”

And as anyone 
who has even the most remote no- 
tion ofthescientificprocessisaware, 
this means that it is being submit-

ted to the community not asa truth, 
but as an idea to be tested and sub- 
sequently verified or rejected 
through systematic and unbiased 
research.

People who enter psychotherapy 
are seeking, as are clinicians, to dis- 
cover definite causes for their par- 
ticular problem, to have a sense of 
closure. What is suggested by the 
theory, therefore, is that false 
memories may arise as an artifact of 
the interactions between the pa- 
tient and clinician in currently ac- 
cepted methods of psychotherapy. 

It in no way insinuates that peo- 
ple with false memories are lying 
about their abuse, but instead that 
the possible prcscnceof false memo- 
ries as an artifact of psychotherapy 
shout be investigated, and that

For over a decade Canada has been using Nitassinan, home of the 
Innu people, as a party palace in the clouds where they invite their 
NATO friends for military maneuvers. 

That the Canadian government has never recognized Innu land 
claims goes without saying. These low-levels flights hardly constitute an 
isolated event — they are, after all, brought to you by the makers of the 
Mohawk Oka crisis and the Cree genocide in James Bay. 

In the sky above Nitassinan, fighter jocks fly Hornets and Tornado’s 
by theseat of their pants in deck top maneuvers, blasting the soundtrack 
from Top Cun. Meanwhile on theground, the Innu commit suicide, life 
in villages becomes a nightmare and wildlife is destroyed for ever. 

Who’s the enemy? What evil dictator is the Canadian government 
preparing for? The Cold War has defrosted and the Warsaw Pact has 
crumbled. Or maybe all these military pirouettes are being performed 
for South American dictatorships and Middle Kastern “terrorists”?

Electricityis not clean energy according to 
Louis Eguren, coordinator for the Grand 
Council of the Créés of the resistance to Hy- 
dro-Québec’s Great Whale project. 

Flooding, animal drowning, mercury poi- 
soningand the destruction ofNative People’s 
land all result from Hydro-Québec’s mega - 
projects. 

Eguren talked toagroupoffiftypeoplelast 
Thursday at The Yellow Door. Nick Searle, a 
biology student, organized the event. *T had 
to do something about the Hydro-Québec 
issue to inform McGill people and get them 
involved,” he said. 

A few years ago, letter writing to New York 
State convinced the government to cancel a 
S 17 milion contract with Hydro -Québec. Now 
Hydro-Québec is negotiating more contracts 
in the U.S. and Eguren hopes further letter 
witing to State governments (even by Cana- 
dians) can dissuade them. 

James Bay II, Hydro’s contoversial mega- 
project is currently on the shelf, awaiting the 
results ofan environmental impact assesment 
(EIA) before thedestruction/construction can 
commence at the Great Whale site. 

Approximately 9 000 Creeand 15 OOOlnuit 
live in the area of James Bay. In the early 80’s, 
the Cree were forced to sell 350 000 sq. km. of 
their land for the construction of James Bay I 
(Le Grand).They are determined not to let the 
same thing happen at Great Whale. 

The Cree, whose lifestyle isbased on hunt- 
ing and fishing, arc worried Hydro-Québcc’s 
actions will put an end to their traditional 
lifestyles. They have a saying: "If you destroy 



the land, you destroy the animals; if you 
destroy the animals, you destroy the Cree.” 

Hydro not bound by EIA results 

Hydro-Québec doesn’t have to adhere to 
the advice of the assessment. Since it is owned 
by the Québec Government, it has the power 
of government behind them in order to meet 
their objectives. 

Even if the EIA recommends that the 
project be reviewed, Hydro-Québec can ig- 
nore it, as Eguren fears, and forge ahead. 

Eguren informed the audience of several 
ways in which Hydro-Québec slimes the pub- 
lic. For example, the public pays roughly 4.5c 
per kwh for electricity, whereas metal smelt- 
ing companies pay between 1 .5 to 3C per kwh, 
for their electricity. Electricity costs 2.7 to 
2.9c per kwh to produce, which means that 
Québec citizens pay for the discount these 
smelters get from Hydro-Québec. 

Hydro-Québec is also $26 billion in debt 
— they pay $2 billion a year to Wall Street for 
interest on bonds, according to Eguren. 

“EachnewHydro-Québecprojectjustendsup 
paying for the debt of the old projects,” he said. 

There is a tangled web of political factors 
that add to the grimness of Hydro-Québec’s 
incessant desire to complete their plans. 

Eguren feels that Chrétien/Bouchard rela- 
tions in the House of Commons and the fact 
that Sheila Copps (the new Minister of the 
Environment) is from Ontario, will make the 
Canadian government very reluctant to say 
no to Hydro-Québec for fear that the Québec 
government will scream “separate!" 

Eguren said Hydro-Québcc’s energy sav- 
ing measures are pathetic. "There is a lot of 



talk and a lot of lip service, but little action,” 
he claims. He drew attention to the fact that 
Québec uses more energy per year than New 
York State yet has one third of the popula- 
tion. 

Following the presentation, a group of 
students wrote several letters to various gov- 
ernment officials in Canada and the U.S. 

Nick Searle was very pleased by the turn- 
out. "It was great that we could get together 
and that we learned so much and actually did 
something afterwards. We wrote letters, 
signed petitions and collected names of peo- 
ple who are interested in working more on 



environmental and Native awareness.”

Peer educators initiate group discussion 

Sex, condoms and alcohol...

A McGill student group is spearheading 
talk on sexually transmitted diseases, contra- 
ception, sexual assault and alcohol. The Peer 
Educatorsare facilitating informal group dis- 
cussions for the McGill Community. 

“The service provided by the Peer Educa- 
tors is unique in that it is based on students 
educating their peers,” said Suzanne Liwson, 
a nurse at Health Services of McGill who 
helps to coordinate the programme. 

“Those participating in the discussions 
tend to feel more validity in their perceptions 
since there is not that gap in experience that 
exists between a student and a professional,” 
added Lawson. 

The Peer Education Programme was initi- 
ated in the fall of 1990, and now consists of 
sixteen volunteers of diverse backgrounds 
and orientations. 

Joanna Salit, who requested a workshop 
on birth control for the Women’s Union, 
thought the presenters were very effective. 

“The Peer Educators came well-prepared 
\vith a whole array of birth control devices 
and were ready to address questions about 
their proper use. The information was perti- 
nent since we want our members to be famil- 
iar with the contraception we have available 
for sale to all students,” said Salit. 

“The discussion was very open; this is a 
benefit of peer education. It wasn’t felt that 
anyone was passing judgment,” she added. 

Dr. PicrreTellier was involved in the train- 
ing seminar at which the peers acquired 



knowledge in various topic areas, and devel- 
oped the necessary skills to pass this informa- 
tion on in an effective and interesting man- 
ner. “I was impressed with the resourceful- 
ness the group showed in creating comfort- 
able atmospheres for discussion and in deal- 
ing with different situations,” said Tellier. 

It is hoped that participants will go out 
and share what they learned with their own 
friends and peers. 



“The peer educatorsare trained to present 
facts on a variety of issues which are impor- 
tant to the community. We are hoping for a 
ripple effect,” said Lawson. 

The free 1-2 hour workshops can be re- 
quested by any group includingsports teams, 
clubs, residence floors, fraternities, sorori- 
ties, or even friends. 

The peer educators are also involved in 
the organiz.ation of various community 



awareness days sponsored by Health Services 
throughout the year. 

HI V/AIDS/STD Awareness Day is sched- 
uled for November 18th from 10h00-15h00 
in rooms 107 and 108 of the Student Union 
Building. A guest speaker will givean account 
of living with HIV at 13h00.

Blood drive must change its questionnaire 



Students’ Society passed a mo- 
tion at last Thursday’s council meet- 
ing to cease sponsoring the Cana- 
dian Red Cross (CRC) blood drive 
on McGill campus unless they re- 
word their questionnaire which un- 
fairly targets homosexual men. 

The same motion was defeated at 
a Post Graduate Students’ Society 
(PGSS) council meeting on Novem- 
ber 3. Many PGSS councillors sup- 
ported the motion in principle, but 
felt that a blood drive boycott was 
too harsh a measure. 

The motion, submitted to coun- 
cil at the request of Lesbians, Bisexu- 
alsandGaysofMcGill(LBGM), takes 
issue with the first part of question 1 2 
oftheCRCHealthAssessmentQues- 
tionnaire which asks potential male 
donors if, since 1977, they have had 
“sex with another male, even once.” 



James Edwards from the 
Concordia Queer Collective, who 
attended the meeting, said, “Let’s face 
it, how many queer males haven’t 
had sex since 1977?” According to 
Edwards, the question focuses on 
high-riskgroups rather than onhigh- 
riskactivitiesand perpetuates misin- 
formation about how AIDS isspread. 

The same question asks whether 
or not the potential donor has shared 
needles, or accepted money or drugs 
in exchange for sex. 

“All others [parts to question 12, 
besides thefirst part] areactivity spe- 
cific, they don’t ask ‘are you a prosti- 
tute, areyouadruguser’...Whatdoes 
this say about the CRG’s view of the 
homosexual community?” asked vp 
finance Paul Johnson, who strongly 
supported the motion.
